Plans for the release of results from the 2011 Census are well underway. We will be evolving and improving the 
products we developed for the 2006 Census and making quite a few changes to make it easier to access the 
Census data you need. 


We received a lot of valuable feedback from clients about the 2006 Census products and lots of suggestions for 
how we can make them better for 2011. 


This information is the start of a consultation process on the outputs we are planning from the 2011 Census. We 
have developed plans to make 2011 Census data available to you and put some ideas on ABSBetaworks so you 
can tell us what you think.

What you thought about our products 


To help us design a Census output product range that best suits your needs we conducted a series of on-line 
surveys to find out what you thought of the 2006 Census products and how we could make them even better for 
the 2011 Census. Thanks to everyone who contributed feedback and ideas. 


We found that: 


© most of you found the Census data you were looking for most of the time 

e the ABS website was complex to navigate your way around and you needed to know which product you 
wanted to use in order to get the data you needed 

© the most common usage of Census data was to help develop and evaluate Government policies or to 
assist in private consultancy services 

e the most popular method of count was place of usual residence 

e CData Online and TableBuilder are great but we need to improve system reliability, performance and make 
them easier to use 

¢ product release dates were not met and we did not communicate these delays. 


Your feedback has helped us define the main areas that we need to improve the Census output program for 
2011. These include: 


® ensuring that 2011 Census data and products are available when we promise and clearly communicate 
any unavoidable changes well in advance 

® making it easier to find Census data and products through an improved ABS website experience 

e transforming our online data products like TableBuilder so they are faster, easier to use and more reliable.

We are aiming to make major improvements to the way you access 2011 Census data. In direct response to your 
feedback we will be making substantial changes to how you access Census data on the ABS website. Our new 
look website will: 


be easier for you to find your way around 

be simpler with fewer choices and links 

have concise up-front information 

have improved maps 

still let you go straight to where you want to be. 


Major Product changes for the 2011 Census 


We are planning some new products for the 2011 Census and some old ones will no longer be produced. 


New Products 


TableBuilder Basic - (Build your own tables. Replaces CData Online.) 


TableBuilder Pro - (Build and customise your own tables with the full Census data set.) 
Products that will be discontinued for the 2011 Census 
Social Atlases 


The Atlases were a series of hardcopy publications containing a range of thematic maps and commentary 
that were available for purchase from the ABS. Instead of hardcopy atlases we will be making huge 
improvements to the on-line thematic mapping features of TableBuilder and you will have access to create 
you own unique combinations of thematic maps and take them away in a range of different formats. 


CData Online 


This product is not really being discontinued - it is just evolving into a more powerful and better product for 
2011. Thousands of you have already experienced CData Online and know what it can offer. Existing 
users should start to get ready for some big improvements for the 2011 Census output. TableBuilder Basic 
will replace CData Online . All the data you used to be able to get in CData Online will be available in 
TableBuilder Basic - plus a whole lot more. Read more about TableBuilder Basic. 


Census Tables 


Last Census we allowed you to access specific Census tables in Excel format. For 2011, we will be 
making an even greater variety of tables available in TableBuilder Basic - and you will have more options 
for what format you would like the table in (Excel, csv, sdmx and more). Even better - if you decide a table 
of data isn't enough, you will be able to view the data on a map or a graph. Read more about TableBuilder 
Basic. 


MapStats 


Viewing Census data thematically on a map is a great way to visualise differences in the data. The 
feedback we got from you was that you liked MapStats last time, but you wanted to be able to download 
the data behind the map and take it away. TableBuilder Basic will let you do all of this. You will be able to 
choose which topic you are interested in and customise the geographic areas you want on your map. 
Once you've tailored the map to your specifications you will be able to export the image - or take the data 
(and boundaries) away in a wide range of formats. Read more about TableBuilder Basic. 
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Major changes to classification for the 2011 Census 


There are some major changes to some of the underlaying classifications used in the 2011 Census. The biggest 
change you will see is the change around the geographical units used to output Census data. 


Australian Statistical Geography Standard 


The Australian Statistical Geography Standard will be used for the 2011 Census for the first time. It 
replaces the Australian Standard Geographical Classification used in the 2006 Census. Collection Districts 
are not included in the new geography. Statistical Area Level 1's (SA1's) are the new base unit of output 
geography for the 2011 Census. These units will be smaller and more consistent than Collections Districts 
and will enable you to access data for areas of around 400 people. For more information see: Discussion 
Paper: Census of Population and Housing - ABS Views on 2011 Census Output Geography, 2011 (cat. no.

Occupation and Industry Classifications 


Are you interested in Industry and Occupation data? Then you should be aware that they will not be dual 
coded for the 2011 Census like they were for the 2006 Census. Minor revisions to ANZSIC and ANZSCO 
were implemented in 2008. 


e Industry of Employment will be coded to the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC) 2006 (Revision 1), (cat. no. 1292.0). It will not be coded to the 1993 edition. 

® Occupation will be coded to the Australian and New Zealand Standard Classification of 
Occupations (ANZSCO) 2006, First Edition, Revision 1, (cat. no. 1220.0). It will not be coded to the 
previous version, the Australian Standard Classification of Occupations.

Please note, not all Census data items will be available in the full range of Census output products. Information 
on which data items will be included in specific products will be available in the Census Dictionary, 2011 (cat. 
no. 2901.0) due for release in May 2011. 
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What's not changing? 


The 2011 Census output strategy will largely build on what we did for the 2006 Census. We will continue to use 
the ABS website as the main channel for the release of Census data. Data from the Census will be released in 
two phases with some data items available in the first data release (June 2012) and others that require more 
extensive coding will be released as part of our second data release (October 2012). Like the 2006 Census 
output, person data from the Census will be released on a Usual Residence basis unless otherwise specified. 
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What are the release plans? 


What are the release plans? 


Data from the 2011 Census will be released in two stages. The 2011 Census Dictionary will detail which data 
items will be available as part of the first data release and those that require more detailed processing that will be 
included in the second data release. 


The key dates for the release of 2011 Census results will be June 2012 (first release) and October 2012 (second 
release). Exact dates will be specified and advertised in advance. 


The data for most products will be based on where people usually live (place of usual residence). Some data will 
only be available for place of enumeration (where people were on Census night). All data will clearly state which 
count method has been used in the construction of the results.

The data will be based on place of usual residence, i.e. where people usually live.

This profile has a series of tables showing basic Census characteristics on persons, families and dwellings in the 
selected area. 


The data will be based on place of enumeration, i.e. where people were counted on Census night, rather than 
where they ‘usually’ live or their 'usual address’.

This profile has a series of tables showing Census characteristics of Indigenous persons, families and dwellings 
in the selected area.

Time Series Profile 


This profile compares data from the 2001, 2006 and 2011 Censuses where the classifications are comparable. 
Where classifications have been revised between Censuses, data will be output on the classification used for the 
2011 Census. To provide comparability between Censuses, the revised classifications will be concorded, and 
footnotes added to the tables to indicate this. Relevant concordance files will be available though our website. 


The data will be based on place of enumeration. 


An important change for the 2011 Census is the introduction of a new geographical standard. This will have an 
effect on the Time Series Profile as the Statistical Local Area (SLA) geography is no longer a defined region in the 
new standard. As a transitional arrangement, and for the 2011 Census only, we will release the Time Series 
Profile at the SLA level. 


Time series data from the 2011 Census will be available for Australia, States and Territories, 2011 Statistical 
Local Areas and 2011 Local Government Areas. 


Time Series Profile - List of Tables 


Expanded Community Profile 

This profile is the most comprehensive Community Profile in the series providing extended data on Census 
characteristics of persons, families and dwellings. Tables within this profile contain more detailed versions of the 
standard Basic Community Profile tables, plus additional tables relating to relationships within a family, living 
costs and dwelling structures. 


The data will be based on place of usual residence.

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Census Sample File 


Census Sample File (CSF) 


What is it? 


The Census Sample File (CSF) is a comprehensive Confidentialised Unit Record File (CURF) of Census 
variables, containing a small random sample of private households and associated persons, and a small random 
sample of persons in non-private dwellings. It is expected that for 2011 both the 1% and 5% sample will be 
produced. 


Plans are in the early stages and will be subject to ABS polices surrounding the release of microdata. We will be 
consulting further with existing users of the 2006 CSFs to get feedback on how we can improve the products for 
the 2011 Census. 


At this stage we expect to make the CSF available in the full range of ABS microdata release channels including: 


© CD-ROM (1% only), 
e the Remote Access Data Laboratory, and 
e the Australian Bureau of Statistics Data Laboratory.

What does it include? 
The CSF will contain information relating to persons, families and dwellings. 


e The person record includes age, sex, birthplace, language, income, occupation, qualifications and labour 
force characteristics. 

e The family record includes family income and family type. 

e The dwelling record covers topics such as dwelling type and structure, number of bedrooms, housing costs 
and number of motor vehicles. 


Detailed technical documentation will be provided with the CSF. 
Most of the variables available from the 2011 Census will be available on the CSF. However, some classifications, 


such as birthplace, industry, occupation and qualification are collapsed to less detailed levels, in order to protect 
the confidentiality of personal data. 


Who is it for? 


The CSF is aimed at advanced users of Census data and is released under strict access conditions. Clients are 
required to sign an undertaking stating that the information will only be used for statistical purposes. 


Each request is subject to the approval by the Australian Statistician before the CSF can be released. 
Previous users of the CSF include: 


university staff and students 
commercial clients 

State Government users 
Commonwealth agencies 
private sector. 


Special arrangements exist between the ABS and Universities Australia, making CURFs, such as the CSF, more 
readily available to Australian universities for research. It is expected that the 2011 CSF will be available through 
this arrangement.

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Socio-Economic Indexes for Areas 


Socio-Economic Indexes for Areas (SEIFA) 


What is it? 


If you are interested in assessing the welfare of Australian communities, then Socio-Economic Indexes for Areas 
(SEIFA) can help you understand the level of social and economic well-being of a region. 


SEIFA can be used for research into the relationship between socio-economic status and various health and 
educational outcomes. It helps identify areas that require funding and services; and identify new business 
opportunities. 


SEIFA Is a set of four indexes which rank geographical areas across Australia. These indexes are ranked by a 
score based on the characteristics of the people, families and dwellings in these areas. This can be used to 
determine where the wealthy live; where the disadvantaged live; and where the highly skilled and educated live. 


Each index contains a different set of socio-economic information and is available right down to a Statistical Area 
Level 1 (SA1). 


They are: 


Index of Relative Socio-Economic Disadvantage (IRSD) 

Index of Relative Socio-Economic Advantage and Disadvantage (IRSAD) 
Index of Economic Resources (IER) 

Index of Education and Occupation (IEO) 


SEIFA uses a broad definition of relative socio-economic disadvantage in terms of people's access to material 
and social resources, and their ability to participate in society. 


While SEIFA represents an average of all people living in an area, it does not represent the individual situation of 
each person. Larger areas are more likely to have greater diversity of people and households. 


Who is it for? 
SEIFA is for those wanting to investigate the socio-economic well-being of Australian communities. 
It can also be used for:

The estimated net undercount is used for the purpose of deriving population estimates for Australia, the states 
and territories.

The Census is the largest statistical collection undertaken by the Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) and one of 


the most important. There are two broad objectives that underpin the Census: 


® to accurately measure the number and key characteristics of people in Australia on Census Night and the 
dwellings in which they live, and 

© to provide timely, high quality and relevant data for small geographic areas and small population groups, to 
complement the rich but broad level data provided by ABS surveys. 


This publication describes the history of the Census, the process by which the 2011 Census was planned, the 
way it will be conducted and processed and the type of output that will be available.

The reports will give you 
information on: 


© coding discrepancy rates 
® processes and edits applied to the data, and 
¢ imputation rates.

Census on-line products. 

The link will take you into the Census Dictionary where you can find out more about the data item, and associated 
classification, and access all the information contained in the Data Quality Report for each item. 


Who is it for? 


All users of Census data are encouraged to learn more about the underlying quality of the Census results. Data 
Quality Reports will be presented in an easy to read format that will provide a general overview of the degree of 
error for most users. More extensive detailed data quality information will be available on a subset of Census 
items for more experienced users. 


When will it be available? 


We are planning to provide you with general data quality information as soon as the data becomes available. 
More extensive data quality information will be appended later.
